seek thus to sow the seeds of fascism — that brutal, fe|r6fistic; 
dictatorship whereby desperate monopoly capital cah inflict 
slavery on the common people. 

, These American monopoly capitalists seek to control the entire 
world. Operating through our State Department, they maneuver 
against democracy in the newly freed countries of Europe; they 
support reactionary elements in China; they plot with England*^ 
imperialists to control the enslaved colonial and semi-coldriial 
countries. * 

With the war hardly ended, these monopoly capitalists are * 
already organizing 40 involve the capitalist nations in ^ third* 
World War against our brave ally, the socialist Soviet Union, 
without whose help* we would today be enslaved by German 
fascism. 

In Texas, where almost everything is owned by these monopoly* 
* capitalists, their agents and allies *among the heirs of the.pre-Civil 
War slave owners now scheme to introduce fascism. 
Through the Texas Regulars, whose leaders .are oil millionaires 
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and corporation lawyers, the monopoly capitalists plan to re- 
capture the Democratic party to dominate our political liie. . 

Through the "Christian American," "Fight for Free Enterprise, 
Inc.," and other "hate" organizations, the -mortopoly capitalists , 
•leek to destroy the trade unions— foundation of democracy in 
Texas— and foment civil war between the white and Negro peo- 
ples^ between veterans and workers. ? 

Through control of the state government and legislature, they 
• seek to impose "slave" living conditions, "slave" education and- 
"sjave" liberties on us Texans. -''*',

elements in a great political struggle. Roosevelt and his people's 
program won ov^&'helmingly.

THE 1946 ELECTIONS 

For the achievement of a people's program, the first* essential « 
is that Texans have real people's' representatives in Congress 
and in the State Capitol. Despite the fact that we Texans voted 
overwhelmingly for Roosevelt and his program in the 1944 elec- 
tions, w£ elected to Congress' and the ^tate legislature repre- 
sentatives who, in the main, do not- support a people's program, 
^ -The Congressmen and members of the state legislature have 
already /demonstrated that they are willing to act' only in the 
interest of monopoly capitaL Congress, with most of Texas' rep- 
resentatives voting the wrong way, is against government re- 
sponsibility fqr full employment; against increased unemploy- 
ment compensation; against health insurance; against improved 9 
social Security measures; againsf improved wage standards. And * 
Congress is against eooperatidn with our great allies. 
- .But Congress, with most of the Texas representatives agreeing, 
is for guaranteeing corporations their- profits; for cutting the * 
taxes of corporations, as it did in the t$x bill, giving a few thou- 
sand coii porat-ions^more than three billion dollars' in tax cuts, and 
only a Utile, more than two &nd a half billion dollars in tax cuts 
to the many millions of individual income . taxpayers. And ,Con : 
gress is f ©^preparations for war against our allies. 
The 194Sr state legislature did nothing in the interest of the

Overshadowing " all mother problems facing our state is that * of ' 
JOBS. Jhe welfare of everyone— workers, veterans; farmers, 
Negro people/ Mexican- Americans/ 'merchant^, white-icollar em# 
i , % -f& ployees-Mlepends primarily on jobs at a Uvin^wage f or; everyone >|

In the last five years, under pressure of war needs, Texas in- 
dustry, has "expanded tremendously. The Federal- government 
itself spent almost one and a, quarter billion dollars on factories 
, and shipyards. Texas cannot and must not return to the pre-war 
poverty which was the lot of the majority of our people. The 
possibilities have been created for prosperity , for the common 
people. More tfian 400,000 workers have 1 acquired industrial skills, 
More than 100,000 women have gone into industry^to improve the 
living standards of their families. Seven hundred* thousand vet- 
erans are returning hoping to utilize recently acquired skills. 
The farmers have learned how to increase production. 

A, UNEMPLOYMENT 

But the monopoly capitalists,* operating from Wall Street,, are 
not interested in anything that helps the people of Texas. They 
are shutting down plants and-factories. They are laying off thou- 
sands of workers. 

A recent report of the University of Texas shows that employ- 
ment in Texas manufacturing industries dropped from Septem- 
ber, 1944, 'to September, 1945: in Abilene, 7 per cent;. in Amarillo, 
20.7 per cent; in Beaumont, 21.8* per c-enU in Fort Worth^.S 
per cent; in Houston, 36.4 per cent; in Port Arthur, 86.6 pe# centc 
in Waco, 8.5 per cent. 

The laid-off wopkers in Texas must be assured at least mini- 
mum standard of living until they find decent jobs. 
THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF TEXAS ADVOCATES: 

1. Immediate passage of * Federal Bill to raise unemployment 
compensation to $25 a week for 26 weeks, for all industrial, agri- 
cultural, marine, service and white-collar workers. 

2. Passage by a special session of the state legislature of a 
similar bill. 

B. FULL EMPLOYMENT 

Above everything else, what we need is the guarantee of jobs 
for everybody willing to work, without discrimination. As Secre- 
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tary of Agriculture Anderson declared recently:. "The right to 
a job is as .important to the preservation and sound functioning 
of democracy as the time-honored rights of free speech, free 
press and freedom of religion." , • 

The monopoly capitalists are not willing to assume responsi- 
bility for full employment. As one of their spokesmen/ labor- 
baiting Sewall Avery, of Montgomery Ward, said recently: "It is 
not the chief responsibility of business^after the War to provide 
jobs for everyone. A corporation's efficiency is indicated by the 
number of men it can release from a job, not the number of 
men, hired." 

And as one of Wall Street's magazines, Business Week, de- 
clared, Big Business can -make more profits than it did during 
the war, with 9,000,000 unemployed, if taxes are reduced prop- 
erly. (The agents of monopoly capital in Congress have already 
done that.) 

But the truth <rf the matter is, as President Truman said more 
than a year ago: "Unless an economic substitute is found for war 
contracts, mass unemployment will become a serious threat and 
the number of unemployed men and women in this country, 
could easily surpass anything that was dreamed of in the last 
depression." 

We* Communists believe that the Federal, state and local gov- 
ernments will have to assume responsibility for full employment.

NEGRO PEOPLE 

The Negro people in Texas live in a concentration camp of op- 
pression, terror and intimidation. Economically they are at the 
bottom of the ladder. Politically they are denied their rights'/ 
Socially they are segregated and Jim-Crowed. 

This "master race" program— so much like Hitler's— has been 
imposed upon Texas' by our rulers— the agents of Northern 
bankers (who own our state) and their allies, the landlords 
and heirs of the pre-Civil-War slavocracy.. This has been done 
to maintain Texas as a super-exploited colonial possession of the 
monopoly capitalists; to divide the white and Negro people to 
keep political control' of the state; to beat down the living stand- 
ards of the workers and thereby increase profits for Big Bus- 
iness. 

Today, as the workers, the farmers, the small, business men of 
Texas are faced with a brutal attack on their living standards 
by Big Business, the agents of monopoly capital are agitating 
the white people for a civil war against the Negro people, in 
order to divert them from a united struggle against monopoly 
capital. 

Texas cannot move forward until this oppression of the Negro 
people is ended and the Negroes are fully integrated into the life 
of the state. The white workers will have long hours and poor 
pay until the Negro people are free. Merchants and professional 
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people will not have a foil ^market for their services until tlie ^ 
Negro people are in a position to buy them*. White -children, wilf^p; 
have inadequate schooling until the Negro crdldrenvhaye gp^pV ^ 
schools. The white peopte will have poor health until the health \ 
of the Negro people is improved. And the Negro people will not y ,| 
be free until the white workers and the Negro people unite in C"; 
common struggle. t ]''■•'■• 

The Communist Party, since its inception, has fought for the.

Women are one of the most exploited and oppressed groups 
in our nation.

Unless returning veterans can get jobs, everything else is mean- 
ingless. And jobs for veterans will be non-existent, unless we 
have the conditions for full employment. 

The efforts of agents of monopoly capital in Texas like John 
Lee Smi^to set veterans against workers in competition for- 
the inadequate number of jobs now existing will not solve the 
problem of getting jdbs for veterans, especially now that monop- 
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oly capital is laying off hundreds of thousands of workers and 
cutting the wages of millions more. * 

The struggle of the labor movement and all progressive forces 
for full employment is the most important battle for the vet-* 
erans' welfare. . » -> : ' 

The returning veterans, however, have special problems needy' 
ing solution. % * ,

HOUSING 

One of the gravest .problems facing'Texas is that of providing 
adequate housing for its people. 

For example, the Houston Housing Authority recently found 
33,451 inhabited dwellings unfit to live in. These constitute one 
third of all dwellings in Houston and one-hall* the dwellings 
occupied by Negro citizens. > 

About these dwellings, the Housing Authority had to say: 

"Our citizens live in these- rat and vermin-infested dwellings, 
often without plumbing facilities, with as many as five to eleven 
in one room, because their incomes are too low to permit rental 
or purchase of standard housing with adequate space for the 
family/' : ' 

To aggravate further this problem,' 700,000 veterans will be re- 
turning to Texas soon seeking homes for their families and 
themselves. „ . 

The monopoly capitalists offer these people temporary hous- 
ing until they are in a position^ to build new houses. But these 
same monopoly capitalists say that when they start building 
these houses they will cost 35 per cent more. 

How will the one-fourth to '-one-third of Texas city*dwellers 1 
who now can afford only to live in dwelling unfit for human be- 
ings be able to rent or buy houses 35 per- cent higher in price-?

A survey of white school children in 1943 by the Texas Health **^ 
department showed 68.8 per cent of them with apparent signs of v ,| 
nutritional defects. (In plain language, this means the vast 3 - 3 
majority of our children do not get enough of the right ioods\ )-^[ 
to e^at.) 75.2 per cent had chronic lung* and bronchial infections. ; SI 
If Negro school children had been examined, we can be certain 
the percentages would have been even higher.

EDUCATION 

"Our educational program in Texas is a rather expensive one', 
having to provide two programs, one for whites and one for 
Negroes. Persons call to my office often and complain about 
the cost of our program. My answer to them is, 'Well, this is 
the way you want it so pay for it.* If it is -decided by the ma- : 
jority that a dual program is too expensive. tjien I. fay ojt ^operi- 
ing all doors to everybody. I am not in favor of. educating r orie 



arid neglecting the other. It isn't right." That is what state 
Superintendent of Schools Woods told a group of Negro* citizens 
in Austin early ih 1945. • 

The educational system of Texas is far behind those' of other 
states. Texas children receive on an average* four years less 
schooling than children in other states. School facilities are not 
up to standard. And the quality of teaching is not of the best. 
Ci There are two main reasons for this. First, the maintenance 
of a • dual system of education. Jhe tax structure of our state 
cannot furnish enough income to provide adequate schools if 
we, have different schools for whites and Negro children. Sec- 
ondly, the desire Of big landowners and landlords to use child 
labor on their own farms and those of their tenants and share- 
croppers. 

THE COMMUNIST PAjftTY OF TEXAS ADVOCATES:
